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MINUTES OF 1950 PARISH MEETING 


Robesonia, Pa., January 8, 1950. 


The annual meeting of the Robesonia Lutheran Parish was held in 
the St. Daniel’s pavilion, with the president, Rev. E. L. Leisey, presiding. 
The meeting was opened by scripture reading and prayer, conducted by 
the pastor. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were read and approved. 

The treasurer (Clarence Sprecher) reported receipts of $854.14 and 
expenditures of $638.20 throughout the year, leaving a balance of $215.94 
as of this date. He reported that the apportionment of the parish to the 
Pastor’s Pension Plan of the United Lutheran Church was the same as 
last year, $309.12. He also reported there would be a refund of $83.32 for 
school taxes which were paid, and from which we are normally exempted. 
The report was accepted and approved as presented.

Clarence Sprecher. 

_ Reports from the Property Committee were heard and they were in- 
structed to make the necessary chimney repairs at the Parish House, 
which have been pending for some time. 

Edward Broughall, Warren Davis, Ernest Frank, Sr., and Samuel 
Brown were appointed as the new Property Committee for 1950. 

The pastor reported that the places and dates of the Conference have 
not been selected at this time, but he believed the Synodical Conference 
would be held in Atlantic City, N. J., to which Conference Warren Davis 
was selected as the delegate. Clarence Sprecher was Selected as the dele- 
gate to the Reading Conference. 

_.It was decided to have a joint memorial service with the Veterans on 
May 28th similar to last year’s service. 

It was agreed to have joint services during the Lenten Season, start- 
ing at Trinity on Ash Wednesday and continuing on Wednesdays on an 
Alternation Church basis. It was decided to have illustrated lectures with 
slides, motion pictures and devotional services during the season. 

A Budget Committee for the year 1950 comprising Adam Spohn, Jr. 
and Clarence Sprecher was appointed. : 

The Auditing Committee of Leroy Stump and John E. White were ‘in- 
structed to perform their duties before the new officers take charge. 

The new Council members were formally introduced and thanks for 
services rendered were extended to the retiring members by the pastor.
